Now , therefore , I , R. K. Gupta , District Magistrate of Goa , 
in exercise of the powers vested in me under Section 144 of 
Cr. P. C. hereby order as under : 
1. No public meeting may be held in any open public 

place , street, thoroughfare or by -lane within the Muni 
cipal limits of the towns of Panjim , Marmagoa , Mar 

gao and Mapusa . 
2. No procession of five or more persons may be taken 

out in any public place , street, thoroughfare or by -lane 
within the Municipal limits of the towns of Panjim , 

Marmagoa , Margao and Mapusa . 
3. No collection or assembly of five or more persons 

may gather in any open public place , street, road, 
thoroughfare or by - lane, within the Municipal limits 
of the towns of Panjim Marmagoa , Margao and 
Mapusa 


Order Under Section 144 of Criminal Procedure Code 1898

The Public Generally : 
Whereas it has been reported by the police that the agita 
tion and counter agitation launched by the parties in respect 
of Deputationists in Goa have surcharged the general atmos 
phere in Goa , and has seriously undermined the maintenance 
of public order in Goa , and recently incidents have occured in 
different places in Goa which have resulted in a breach of 
the peace and tranquility in Goa . 

And whereas it is reported that the continuance of such 
public meetings , processions would seriously endanger the 
maintenance of public order and tranquility in Goa , and 
further would lead to a series of riots or affrays in Goa . 

And whereas I am satisfied that adoption of immediate 
preventive measures is absolutely necessary for the main 
tenance of public peace and tranquility in Goa . 


This order shall come into effect from 1st July , 1966 and 
shall remain in force for a period of 30 days . The above res 
trictions will not be applicable to public servants on duty , 
marriage and funeral procession . Bonafide religious proces 
sions for which prior permission has been obtained from the 
Sub -Divisional Police Officers concerned are also exempted 
from the operation of this order .
